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Community Lakes Association Report 
March 2015 


The Community Lakes Association organized 27 years ago to help protect the health and 
beauty of the ponds and lakes in and around the Maine towns of Woodstock and Greenwood. 
We help spread information about the issues important to keeping our ponds and lakes healthy. 
Funds received from the town of Greenwood go to support these activities, particularly to help 
cover the cost of lake monitoring. We also raise money through donations and grants. 


2014 was a year of change for the Community Lakes Association. A new Board of Directors 
was voted in at our annual meeting in July. 


The Membership and Communication Committees worked this year to boost interest, 
membership, and participation in the organization. A mailing list of all waterfront property 
owners on the ponds and lakes of the CLA was prepared using current tax maps. A new 
brochure and membership letter were also created and, in early June, were mailed to the 500 
property owners on the updated list. The mailing grew membership by 75 households - 36 of 
which contributed additional donations to support the work of the CLA. 


We have been working since the Annual Meeting last July to establish the CLA as a charitable 
corporation under the provisions of Section 501 (c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code. This 
January (2015), we received notice from the IRS approving our application! Obtaining this 
status makes contributions to the CLA tax deductible. This will hopefully encourage larger 
annual contributions and additional grants to fund other costly activities of the CLA such as the 
milfoil control and monitoring project. 


Jim Chandler still heads up our work on milfoil control, assisted by a crew of divers and much 
help from the 4H Camp. Control efforts focus on reducing infestations in Lake Christopher, the 
Outlet Pond (below the Lake Christopher Dam) and at Shagg Pond. 


We sincerely thank those that worked on both all these projects for their efforts and attention to 
detail. Thanks also to the milfoil crew, lake monitors, new board members, the towns that 
support us, and all the other volunteers that helped to keep this organization alive this year!

PACE Paramedic Service 


Citizens of the Town of Greenwood, 


PACE Paramedic Service, a Department of Stephens Memorial Hospital is proud to be able to 
present you with a description of ambulance service for your Annual Town Report. 


In 2014, PACE responded to a total of 3792 calls, 70 of which were in in your town. Our 
average response time for the calls in Greenwood, from the time of the tone until we were on the 
scene, was 11.4 minutes. We are regularly out the door and on our way to calls in less than one 
minute with a minimum of two Paramedic Level Crews on duty at all times. As with all of the 
towns PACE covers, we provided the highest level of care available with a Paramedic on every 
911 response. We are also happy to report that PACE was honored as the 2014 Region 2 
Service of the Year in the State of Maine! 


PACE continues to maintain a very close relationship with the fine group of professionals on the 
Greenwood Fire Department and enjoys being able to work and train with the Fire Fighters 
whenever possible. Although we usually stage in Woodstock, the GWFD has been excellent 
hosts in allowing us to stage at the Locke Mills Station from time to time to maximize our 
resources as the need arises. In addition to the day time Fire Department coverage Greenwood 
and Woodstock share, both departments are also Maine EMS Licensed First Responder 
Services. They respond with PACE on calls bringing highly skilled, lifesaving aid to the 
citizens. This is truly a neighbor helping neighbor scenario, with local citizens responding to 
render care at your time of need. Working in concert with PACE, they have proven to be a true 
asset to the community. At PACE, we can not express our appreciation of their efforts enough. 
They have been absolutely superb on calls and an essential extension in the chain of survival. 
This is in fact a cutting edge concept in emergency response at a national level and you are 
doing it! Please accept our congratulations and our gratitude. 


PACE is always happy to visit schools, daycare facilities, organizations, and the like to talk 
about emergency care and give tours of the ambulances as part of our community outreach 
program. We are also more than willing to give tours of our station located on the Stephens 
Memorial Hospital Campus. We provide regular CPR & First Aid training here at Stephens and 
we are also willing to set up special classes to meet your needs. Please feel free to call 207-744- 
6126 to schedule tours and training.

REPORT OF 
RESPONSIBLE PET CARE OF OXFORD HILLS, INC. 
Shelter & Adoption ~ 9 Swallow Road, Paris Maine 


Responsible Pet Care of Oxford Hills, Inc. is a non-profit, 501-C3 organization that provides a no-kill 
shelter for homeless cats and dogs located at 9 Swallow Road in Paris. We are equipped to provide 
treatment and shelter for 85+ felines and 12+ dogs. Animals not claimed by their owners are adopted into 
approved homes, healthy, vaccinated, flea treated, wormed, spayed/neutered and tested. In 2014, 118 dogs 
and 443 cats were adopted into new homes. 


“RPC” has agreements with the Towns of Norway, Paris, Oxford, Otisfield, Harrison, Woodstock, West 
Paris, Greenwood, Hebron, Buckfield, Mechanic Falls, Poland, Gilead, Milton Township and Bethel to take 
strays. We accept owner surrender cats and dogs when cage/kennel space allows. 


e Did you know? One unspayed female cat is capable of producing 20+ kittens per year for most of 
her life, female kittens start reproducing as early as 6 months of age, and siblings will breed, This 
is why it is so important to spay, neuter and report strays to the animal control officer. 

e Did you know? Each time a dog gives birth to puppies it can take as much as two years off her 
life. When you purchase a puppy, be conscious of where it comes from. Do not support “puppy 
mills”. In “puppy mills”, female dogs are bred too often, puppies may be sold too young and dogs 
may be kept inhumanely. They may be sick or become sick. Be very careful if you purchase a pet 
on line. 

e Did you know? It is unlawful to sell a puppy or kitten before the age of 6 weeks. It is also 
required that a breeder and/or pet dealer provide the buyer of the puppy or kitten with a written 
disclosure indicating their history, including healthy records. 


Responsible Pet Care can direct you to resources for low cost spay and neuter for dogs and cats. Please call 
us at 743-8679 for more information. Because of irresponsible breeding, there is an overwhelming 
necessity to spay and neuter bully breed types. The State of Maine FIX ME spay/neuter program in 
Augusta is issuing certificates with highest priority to this breed type of dogs and to cats. FIX ME program 
spay/neuter certificates cost $10 for cats and $20 for dogs. Responsible Pet care will cover these fees to 
qualifying individuals. Additionally, we have grants available to assist owners in the cost of spaying and 
neutering their pets that do not qualify for FIX ME. To contact FIX ME, 800 367-1317. 


Dog licenses are due each year by January 1. The fees are split between your municipality and Maine 
Department of Animal Welfare. If your dog gets lost and is wearing the dog license tag, there is a very 
good chance that he will be returned to you. The cost to register your dog is $6.00 if spayed/neutered and 
$11.00 if not. If you do not license your dog by January 31, there is a late fee of $25.00 per dog. “RPC” 
urges all pet owners to make sure pets are identified by ID tag, dog license tag or microchip so that pets 
may be returned if lost.

WHEREAS, designating the Arts and Infrastructure Municipal Development and 
Tax Increment Financing District (the “Distict”) and adopting the District’s 
development program (the “Development Program”) will help to provide new 
employment opportunities within the Town, provide opportunities for economic 
development in the Town and the surrounding region, improve and broaden the tax 
base in the Town and improve the economy of the Town and the State of Maine; and 


WHEREAS, the Town has held a public hearing on the question of designating 
the District and adopting the Development Program in accordance with the 
requirements of 30-A M.R.S.A. Section 5226, upon at least ten (10) days prior notice 
published in a newspaper of general circulation within the Town; and 
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WHEREAS, the Town shall vote whether to designate the District and adopt the 
Development Program; and 


WHEREAS, it is expected that approval will be sought and obtained from the State 
of Maine Department of Economic and Community Development, approving the 
amendments to the District and Development Program. 


NOW, THEREFORE BE IT HEREBY RESOLVED BY THE TOWN: 


Section 1. The Town hereby approves the Arts and Infrastructure Municipal 
Development and Tax Increment Financing District and the Development Program 
therefor; such approval to be pursuant to the following findings, terms and 
provisions: 


Section 2. The Town hereby finds and determines the following, 
demonstrating the District’s compliance with State statute: 


a. At least twenty-five percent (25%), by area, of the real property within the 
District, as hereinafter designated, is suitable for commercial uses; and 


b. The total area of the District does not exceed two percent (2%) of the total 
acreage of the Town, and the total area of all existing and proposed development 
districts within the Town (including this District) does not exceed five percent (5%) 
of the total acreage of the Town; and 


c. The original assessed value of all existing and proposed tax increment financing 
districts (including this District) does not exceed five percent (5%) of the total value 
of equalized taxable property within the Town as of April 1, 2014; and 


d. The designation of the District and pursuit of the Development Program will 
generate substantial economic benefits for the Town and its residents, including 
employment opportunities, broadened and improved tax base and economic 
stimulus, and therefore constitutes a good and valid public purpose. The Town has 
considered all evidence, if any, presented to it at the required public hearing with 
regard to any adverse economic effect on or detriment to any existing business and has 
found and determined that such adverse economic effect on or detriment to any 
existing business, if any, is outweighed by the contribution expected to be made 
through the District and the Development Program. 


Section 3. Pursuant to Chapter 206 of Title 30-A of the Maine Revised Statutes, as 
amended, the Town hereby adopts the Development Program presented to Town 
Meeting in the form attached hereto and such Development Program is hereby 
incorporated by reference into this vote as the Development Program for the District. 


Section 4. Pursuant to the provisions of 30-A M.R.S.A. Section 5227, the 
percentage of captured assessed value to be retained in accordance with the 
Development Program is to be established as set forth in the Development Program. 


Section 5. The Town Manager or her duly-appointed representative, be and hereby 
is authorized, empowered and directed to submit the proposed designation of the 
District and the proposed Development Program for the District to the State of 
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Maine Department of Economic and Community Development for review and 
approval pursuant to the requirements of 30-A M.R.S.A. Section 5226. 


Section 6. The Town’s Board of Selectmen or its duly-appointed representative, be 
and hereby is authorized and empowered, to make such revisions to the 
Development Program as the Board of Selectmen, or its duly appointed 
representative, deems reasonably necessary or convenient in order to facilitate the 
process for review and approval of the District by the State of Maine Department of 
Economic and Community Development, or for any other reason, so long as such 
revisions are not inconsistent with this article or the basic structure and intent of the 
Development Program. 


Section 7. The foregoing designation of the District and adoption of the 
Development Program shall automatically become final and shall take full force and 
effect upon receipt by the Town of approval of the designation of the District and 
adoption of the Development Program by the State of Maine Department of 
Economic and Community Development, without requirement of further action by 
the Town, the Board of Selectmen or any other party.
